ILLINOIS SHERIFF SEIZES 
AUTOS OF TAX DELINQUENTS 


CAIRO, III., Dec. 7.—Shortly aft- 
er Sheriff Charles Koehler had 
opened an intensive campaign this 
week to force payment of delin- 
quent personal taxes, the north 
yard at the county courthouse 
quickly took on the appearance of 
an outdoor garage, as automobiles 
of delinquents were seized and 
driven or towed in.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Senate 
Democrats in conference today 


placed prohibition repeal and re- 
peal and modification of the Vol- 
stead act on the program for this 
session. 

The party conference also barged 
confirmation of any Hoover nomi- 
nations before March 4, except 
routine promotions. 

It was agreed to give priority to 
the general appropriation bills 
which must be passed before March 
adjournment if an extra session is 
to be avoided. 

No attempt was made by the 
Democrats to outline the form of 4 
repeal resolution. It was sixth on 
the program given out by Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas, the party 
leader, who said: 

“At any time when one of the 
foregoing subjects are not ready 
for consideration by the Senate, or 
if the Senate elects to proceed with 
the same, if a report of the Judici- 
ary Committee has been made per- 
taining to the submission of an 
amendment to the Constitution to 
repeal the eighteenth amendment, 
a motion shall be made to proceed 
to its consideration.” 

Policy on Beer Bill. 

On the subject of beer, the con- 
ference said: 

“In the event a revenue bill is 
sent to the Senate providing for 
the modification of the Volstead 
act and for the imposition of a 
tax on beer, a motion shall be 
made to commit the same to the 
Judiciary Committee for report in- 
cluding its constitutionality and 
thereafter to the Finance Commit- 
tee for report upon its revenue fea- 
tures, and following such a report 
and during the present session of 
the Congress, a vote shall be taken 
on the passage of the bill.” 

The Democrats also agreed to 
dispose of at this session of the 
Glass banking reform bill; farm 
and unemployment relief legisla- 
tion; economic measures, and rati- 
fication of the World Court proto- 
cols. 

The overwhelming sentiment of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
where prohibition repeal legislation 
is pending, is for submission of a 
repeal amendment with protection 
for dry states. 

A check of the members showed 
this today, disclosing also a close 
division of opinion over whether to 
include some clause to prevent re- 
turn of the saloon. 

Although some members of the 
committee were non-committal on 
the form the resolution should take, 
and two have not yet returned, the 
sentiment of the others indicated 
the manner in which the question 
is likely to be submitted to the 
Senate. 

To the judiciary committee, the 
Senate has assigned the task of 
studying and reporting on the var- 
fous repeal resolutions now pend- 
ing. Chairman Norris has an- 
nounced it will take up the problem 
next Monday. 

Not a single member said he 
would press for outright repeal in 
the form which the House reject- 
ed Monday, though: several indi- 
cated they would not oppose it. 

A majority, however, indicated 
they would vote for outright repeal 
if forced to a choice between this 
or nothing. 

A brief synopsis of the views ex- 
pressed, follows: Chairman Norris: 
Against submission, against barring 
the saloon, would favor broad pro- 
tection for dry states. 

Borah (Rep) Idaho: Same, ex- 
cept will demand strict protection 
for dry states. 

Robinson (Rep.), Indiana: Against 
submission, but for both substitutes 
-—barring saloons and dry state pro- 
tection—rather than outright re- 
peal. 

Blaine (Rep.), Wisconsin: For re- 
peal with provision for regulation 
of interstate liquor to protect dry 
states and yet allow wet states to 
get it. 

Hastings (Rep.), Delaware: For 
submission, with the substitutes if 
possible. 

Hebert (Rep.), Rhode Island: 
For submission. Has stood on the 
Republican platform. 

Schall (Rep.), Minnesota: For 
submission, with the substitutes. 

Austin (Rep.), Vermont: For sub- 
mission as called for by his state 
platform. 

Ashurst (Dem.), Arizona: For 
submission, believes Glass resolu- 
tion carrying substitutes in compli- 
ance with party platforms. 

Walsh (Dem.), Montana: For sub- 
mission, no comment on details. 

King (Dem.), Utah: Favors 
straight repeal, but believes Glass 
resolution would havé more chance 
of approval. 

Stephens (Dem.), Mississippi: Ab- 
sent, but voted to consider Glass 
resolution at last session. 

Dill (Dem.), Washington: For 
submission, but mind not made up

$722,989 MORE 
OF GIIY'S f. f. b. 
FUNDS REQUESTED 


Amount Needed to Meet Re- 
lief Agencies’ Deficit in 
November, Gov. Caul- 
field Is Notified. 


Relief agencies of the Citizens’ 
Committee will need $222,988 of Re 
construction Finance Corporation 
funds to meet their November defi- 
cit, Robert L. Lund, chairman of 
the committee, has informed Gov. 
Caulfield. 

This is the last that can be drawn 
of the $628,930 in Federal relief 
funds which were available for 
September, October and November. 
With the $130,592 previously drawn 
it makes a total of $353,581 and 
leaves an unused balance of 
$275,349. 

During November, Lund reported, 
the agencies cared for 27,040 fam- 
ilies, setting a new record. This 
was 3757 more than required help 
during October, and about 1300 
more than the total for last May, 
the previous record. 

Expenditures Increase 20 Per Cent. 
The cost of material and service 
relief during November was $330,- 
580/ an increase of about 20 per 
cent over October, although the 
number of families under care in- 
creased only 16 per cent. The dif- 
ference is due to the greater 
amount of assistance needed in No- 
vember. 

The 27,040 families under care 
last month compares with 3656 dur- 
ing November, 1929. The overload, 
attributed to the unemployment 
emergency, is figured at 23,384 fam- 
ilies. 

“The heavy volume of relief fam- 
ilies,’ Lund wrote, “is in line with 
the increase in our relief load that 
we anticipated would face us in 
November at the time we submit- 
ted to the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation our estimated needs 
for the period from Sept. 1 to Dec. 
31, 1932.” 

His letter referred to a decrease 
in anticipated revenue caused by 
“inability of many to make pay- 
ments on pledges in the campaigns 
of last fall and this spring because 
of loss of employment.” 

“The regularity with which the 
Police Department is continuing 
payment of its pledge of 10 per 
cent of salary,” the report contin- 
ued, “is the one factor which saved 
our situation from being even more 
desperate than it appears from the 
figures before you. 

Predicts Demands Will Increase. 
“Employment opportunities which 
were noted in our report for Sep- 
tember have proven themselves to 
be purely temporary and there is 
at the present time not only no in- 
dication of decrease in relief de- 
mands, but instead every indication 
that relief demands will continue to 
increase certainly in the months 
immediately ahead.” 

Members of the Police Depart- 
ment have pledged 10 per cent of 
their salaries for relief for one year 
from last July 1. This amounts to 
about $32,000 a month. 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration relief loan to St. Louis 
was to provide for needs of the re- 
lief agencies from Sept. 1 to Dec. 1. 
Originally, the city asked for funds 
to care for the situation up to the 
first of the year. This was refused 
on the ground that money from the 
United Relief Campaign and the 
$4,600,000 relief bond issue should 
be available to meet December 
needs.

National City, III., across the river 
from St. Louis. I have checked 
this and found it to be true, the 
loans having been made in May, 
June and July, the first shortly aft- 
er our audit was made. 

“The loans were made on notes 
secured by the college bonds. Two 
of the notes were signed by Presi- 
dent Dunlap of the bank. One was 
signed by Dunlap, Russel & Co., 
investment house, a partnership of 
W. F. Dunlap, president of the 
bank, and Andrew Russel, vice- 
president of the bank. Russel for- 
merly was State Treasurer and 
State Auditor and now is a mem- 
ber of the Board of Pardons and 
Paroles. He is one of the 23 mem- 
bers of the board of trustees of 
the college, and last June, at our 
annual meeting, the college con- 
ferred on him an honorary degree. 
This was at the time the bankers 
were using our bonds for loans. He 
told the committee during our in- 
quiry that he knew the bonds had 
been used for loans but thought 
they had been retrieved. 

“Goebel had no right whatever to 
let the bonds get out of his posses- 
sion. We trusted him implicitly. 
We cannot recover anything on his 
bond. It is worthless. It was only 
for a nominal amount. One of the 
men on his bond is Dunlap, the 
other is dead. We do not know 
what use was made of the money, 
as Dunlap refused to tell us.” 


College Faces Great Loss. 


Dr. Ames said an investigation 
is being made to determine if the 
college can recover its bonds, inas- 
much as they were used for loans 
without authority of the college. If 
they are not recoverable, he said, 
and are sold at present values to 
satisfy the loan, the college would 
recover about $125,000. 


“It appears at this time,” he said, 
“we will have to take a great loss. 
To meet the loss of income we will 
have to make drastic retrench- 
ments, but not such as to lower our 
standards.” 


The Ayers Bank is said to have 
handled about 80 per cent of the 
banking business of Jacksonville, a 
town of 17,700, and vicinity. There 
are two other banks in the town. 
The Ayers Bank was a State de- 
pository. It had capital stock of 
$500,000, surplus of $300,000 and 
deposits of $5,750,842 when it was 
closed, 


Illinois College, which has 50 
acres of campus and 15 buildings, 
is co-educational and has an en- 
roliment this year of 450 students. 
It was founded in 1829 by Pres- 
byterians of Illinois and Congrega- 
tionalists of New England, the lat- 
ter seven Yale men. Its curricu- 
lum is a full four-year course lead- 
ing to the A. B. degree, as well as 
a foundation for professional 
courses in law, medicine, theology, 
engineering, agriculture, business 
and teaching.

ernors of states, and one, William 
Jennings Bryan, Democratic nomi- 
nee for President, and Secretary of 
State in the Cabinet of President 
Wilson. 


Presidents of Two Banks Tell of 
Making Loans. 

The circumstances under which 
money was borrowed from the First 
National Bank of St. Louis and the 
National Stockyards National Bank 
of National City, Ill, on bonds of 
Illinois College, were related today 
by presidents of these banks. 


W. W. Smith, president of the 
St. Louis Bank, said M. F. Dunlap, 
president of the Ayers National 
Bank of Jacksonville, III., sent his 
personal note, secured by bonds, to 
the First National Bank last May, 
on which a loan of $110,000 was 
made. Illinois College, he said, has 
since applied for an assignment of 
equity to that institution. He added 
that his bank had no knowledge 
when the loan was made that the 
bonds belonged to Illinois College 
and had no reason to question the 
transaction.

First, in his bill the President

A 
$400 allowance per dependent is 
provided. Those not qualifying 
would cease to draw benefits after 
six months. To enforce this pro- 
vision income tax returns data 
would be made available to the 
veterans’ administration. Income 
of the year preceding application 
for benefit or preceding passage of 
the act would be used to determine 
eligibility, but provision is made 
for review when the income drops. 

Disability Allowances. 

Disability allowances to World 
War veterans would be withdrawn 
at the end of three months from all 
not totally and permanently dis- 
abled. All forms of benefit to vet- 
erans undergoing institutional care 
would be cut to $20, except that de- 
pendents, if any, would draw the 
balance otherwise due. For the 
mentally incompetent, up to $3000 
would be accumulated in trust, then 
all benefit woud be stopped until 
the tétal was reduced. 
Compensation of $50 monthly for 

veterans with arrested tuberculosis 
would cease five years from award 
or six months from enactment of 
the law, whichever was later. Emer- 
gency officers’ retired pay would 
be withdrawn except from those 
with more than 30 per cent disa- 
bility, directly traceable to active 
service between declaration of war 
and the Armistice, or to no less 
than 90 days’ service between the 
Armistice and the signing of peace, 
July 2, 1921. Those receiving World 
War veterans’ compensation whose 
military service began after Nov. 
11, 1918, would be transferred after 
six months to the general army and 
navy pension rolls. 
The President calculates that 
$107,479,000 of the estimated sav- 
ing of this proposal would come 
from slashes in the military and 
naval compensation; another $11,- 
241,000 from army and navy pen- 
sions and the balance from sala- 
ries, expenses and miscellaneous 
provisions. a 


Expenditurcs Explanation. 
The President takes up the mat- 
ter of expenditures with the explan- 
atory note that, while the appro- 
priations for any fiscal year con- 
trol the obligations that may be in- 
curred during that year, they do 
not accurately reflect the expen- 
ditures of the year. This is be- 
cause many expenditures are made 
out of a prior year's appropriation, 
while many obligations incurred 
during the year are liquidated dur- 
ing a subsequent year. 
The proposed $580,000,000 saving 
is figured on the basis of appropri- 
ations. : 

When we come to the deficit, the 
calculation must be made on the 
basis of actual receipts and expen- 
ditures for a given year. 
For the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1932, the excess of expenditures 
over receipts was $2,472,732,549. 
This was the net deficit for the 
year after deducting $412,629,750 of 
statutory public debt retirements. 
For the current year, on the same 
basis, the estimated deficit is $1,- 
146,578.307, exclusive of statutory 
debt retirements.

If no payments are made on the 
debt, the deficit will increase by 
that amount, bringing the total 
net deficit for the fiscal year to 
about 31, 414,000,000. 

Similarly, the Treasury includes 
$328,000,000 of war-debt payments 
in its estimates of receipts for the 
fiscal year 1934. If these are left 
out of the calculation, the prospec- 
tive deficit for 1934 becomes $635,- 
000,000—which is a sum consider- 
ably in excess of the amount of new 
revenue suggested by Mr. Hoover. 
Mr. Hoover’s successor, obvious- 
ly, will have something to worry 
about if business fails to pick up. 
The estimates of receipts by the 
Government in the fiscal year 1934 
should be read in the light of the 
fact, as pointed out today by Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Ogden 
Mills, that they were made in No- 
vember for a period beginning 
eight months later and ending 12 
months after that. The difficulties 
of forecasting tax yields that far 
in advance, particularly in a time 
like the present, are obvious. 

“It seems to me essential,” says

Against Rule on Distribution. 

Cooke devoted most of his time 
to an exposition of the legal as- 
pects of modification. Asked 
whether brewers would object to a 
provision in the bill limiting the 
sale to bottled beer, Cooke said 
that with either 2.75 or 3.2 per 
cent alcoholic content the beer 
would still be non-intoxicating and 
that Congress could not conscien- 
tiously limit the method of distribu- 
tion any more than it could limit 
the distillation of the present bev- 
erages containing not more than 
one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol. 
The present law permits the sale 
of such beverages by the bottle or 
barrel. 

“The brewers,” continued Cooke, 
“want Government supervision and 
policing of the manufacturing pro- 
cesses, we think it would be a mis- 
take for the Federal Government 
to try to follow the distribution of 
every barrel and every bottle of 
beer. Congress should not burden 
itself with the cost of national po- 
licing of a non-intoxicating bever- 
age. That should be left to the 
local authorities.” 

Both Cooke and Huber declared 
that the brewers preferred modifi- 
cation that permitted 3.2 per cent 
alcoholic content by weight over 
permission for 2.75 per cent weight 
content. Cooke explained that al- 
cohol is a mere incident in beer, 
and that 2.75 per cent alcoholic 
content is too low for companion- 
ship with the other elements.” 

Beer of this content, he said, was 
not as “full-bodied or as good” as 
beer containing 3.2 per cent alco- 
hol. The 3.2 per cent by weight, 
he explained, was equal to about 4 
per cent by volume. 

Cooke went into various phases 
of the measure, noting it “means 
Congress will withdraw from the 
field of regulation over beer, ale. 
porter, not containing more than 
the prescribed alcoholic content.” 

Representative Chindblom (Rep.), 
Illinois, asked “the difference be- 
tween beer and lager beer?” 

“Lager beer is a beer that has 
been lagered,” Cooke explained. “It 
is the method of treatment to im- 
prove its taste.” 

“You gentlemen know well the 
Webb-Kenyon Act passed in 
1913,“ he said at another point. 
“This act was passed to protect 
dry states from interstate eom- 
merce in liquor.” 

In his view, the Collier bill pro- 
tects the dry states from importa- 
tion of the beer authorized by it. 

“This bill,” Cooke repeated, “fur- 
nished complete and effective 
safeguard for protection of states 
and communities which don’t want 
this product.” 

On the basis of court decisions, 
he said, “Congress has a right with- 
in reason to determine what is in- 
toxicating liquor.” 

The witness insisted 2.75 beer 
was non-intoxicating and cited 
court decisions in support. 

The committee was given the 
cold shoulder by the administration.

The First National Bank in St. 
Louis and the Chase National Bank 
of New York have resigned as trus- 
tees for holders of Associated Sim- 
mons Hardware Companies’ notes, 
it became known today when suc- 
cessor trustees were appointed by 
Circuit Judge Nortoni. 

The Court named L. E. Crandall, 
vice-president of the Simmons 
companies for many years, and 
Kenneth Teasdale, an attorney, as 
trustees. All parties to the pend- 
ing receivership suit consented to 
their appointment. 

The suit asked for the removal 
of the banks as trustees, and 
charged that they had misused the 
powers of the office for their own 


gain to the disadvantage of note 
holders. Judge Nortoni was in- 
formed of their resignation by 
Rhodes E. Cave, attorney for the 
First National Bank, who said they 
wished to withdraw because of the 
pending litigation. 


Crandall, the Court was informed, 
had also been elected president of 
the associated companies, succeed- 
ing C. D. Smiley Jr. Crandall will 
be the executive head of the com- 
panies with all the powers of both 
president and trustee. 

Foreclosure for the benefit of 
noteholders is not contemplated at 
this time, Crandall says, and the 
companies will continue in opera- 
tion. 


There. are outstanding about 
$5,000,000 in defaulted “gold notes“ 
of the Simmons companies, the un- 
retired balance of an issue of $10,- 
000,000 sold to investors in 1923. 

The receivership suit, filed by 
Leopold Block of Chicago, holder 
of a $500 note, alleged the notes 
had been in default since Dec. 31, 
1°30, because of failure to main- 
tain the ratio between quick assets 
and current liabilities stipulated in 
the trust inden! re. 

It was alleged that the bank 
trustees had failed to bring the 
default to the attention of note 
holders because the associated com- 
panies were indebted to them and 
their banking affiliates. 


An amended petition filed by 
Block last October charged that 
the 1923 note issue was floated to 
take up one for $7,500,000 issued 
in 1920 which was in default in 
1923. That default, it was alleged, 
was also in the failure to maintain 
the stipulated ration between as- 
sets and liabilities. 

The First National Bank, the 
amended petition alleged, was 
aware of the default as one of the 
trustees for the 1920 issue, but did 
not inform noteholders of it. The 
petition charged that the old notes 
were retired at a premium and that 
the First National and the Chase 
National Banks participated in 
profits from $600,000 paid as refi- 
nancing commissions and expenses. 


Walter W. Smith, president of 
First National Bank and former 
Judge Cave, its attorney, denied 
that the 1920 issue was in default 
when the 1923 issue was sold to in- 
vestors or that the trustees had in 
any way misused their authority. 

Associated Simmons Hardware 
Companies is a holding firm which 
controlled 23 operating companies 
when it was organized. Most of 
these have been liquidated, and 
only a few are now in operation.

It has been further agreed that 
the present building will not be re- 
moved and replaced until that part 
of the new building facing the 
north and east has been completed. 
Thus facilities will be available for 
the handling of the mail while the 
present structure is being removed 
and a uniform connection made 
with the new building. There will 
be no interruptions so far as facili- 
ties for handling the mail at the 
present location are concerned. 

The center of the building will be 
a work shop, equipped with the lat- 
est mechanical devices. The neces- 
sity for such a large building, 
which will be one of t“ e finest in 
the country, Cochran said, is due to 
the fact that St. Louis is the gate- 
way for handling railway mail to 
the West and Southwest. 

“Our city is the one city in the 
United States that a train never 
goes through,” said Cochran. 
“Therefore, all mail for the West 
and Southwest must be rehandled 
by the Railway Mail Service. St. 
Louis is the division headquarters 
of this mail service and offices will 
be provided for the officials in 
charge of railway mail as well as 
for the local postoffice. I am sure 
St. Louis will have reason to be 
proud of this much-needed building 
when it is completed.”

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MILLS IN REPORT 
AGAIN ADVOCATES 
BRANCH BANKING 


Secretary of the Treasury 
Points Out Weaknesses 
of the Present System, 
With Heavy Failures. 


HIS EXPLANATION OF 
PROPOSED SALES TAX 


Favors Measure in Form 
Originally Reported by 
Ways and Means Group 
of House Last Session.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. — Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mills, in his 


annual report released today for 
publication simultaneously with the 
President’s budget message, gives 
the details of the administration's 
sales tax recommendation. 

The text of the proposal is as 
follows: 

“That those excise taxes which 
experience has demonstrated are 
relatively unproductive and give 
rise to serious administrative dif- 
ficulties be repealed, and that there 
be imposed a general manufactur- 
ers’ excise tax substantially in the 
form appearing in the bill original- 
ly reported by the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives during the last session 
of the Congress. It is estimated 
that such a measure with the 2% 
per cent rate will yield about $355,- 
000,000, assuming a full year of col- 
lections, thus making possible the 
elimination of a number of the un- 
satisfactory and relatively unpro- 
ductive new excise taxes.” 

Mills adds that what the Treas- 
ury is recommending is “not a gen- 
eral sales or turnover tax, with the 
inevitable pyramiding of the tax, 
but a manufacturers’ excise tax, 
imposed at one point only.” 

On Cost Side of Ledger. 

He calls upon Congress in the 

present session to stand against all 


proposed increases in the cost of; 


government. The revenue act of 
1932, says Mills, represents a sub- 
stantial accomplishment and was 
loyally accepted by the people, but 
“the time has come to make a like 
effort on the cost side of the led- 
ger.” 

Resumption in the fiscal year 
1934 of normal net reduction in the 
public debt is now “scarcely feasi- 
ble,” the Secretary continues, but 
he strongly urges upon Congress 
the “necessity for balancing the 
budget for that year, exclusive of 
expenditures for debt retirement.” 

Mills recommends that upon the 
retirement of the capital stock of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration the amounts repaid to the 
Treasury shall be applied to the 
reduction of the public debt. 

Banking System Reform. 

The Secretary of the Treasury 
joins the President in urging that 
the banking system of the United 
States be reformed. He points out 
that during the 20 years ending in 
1920 there was an enormous in- 
crease in the number of banks. In 
1900 there were about 14,000 banks, 
or one for every 5500 of inhabitants; 
in 1920 there were more than 30,000, 
or one for every 3500. 

“This excessive growth in the 
number of banks,” the report says,

report of Secretary Mills. 

The Secretary gave statistics 
| showing how taxpayers, who 
produced 97 per cent of the in- 
come tax, decreased. The class 
was that which had incomes of 
$100,000 or more. In 1928 there 
were 15,780 such, while in 1930 
there were 6152, and in 1931 
only 3142. | 

The number of taxpayers in 
1931 having incomes of $5000 
or more decreased 27.1 per cent 
from 1930. The taxes dropped 
49.4 per cent, with 556,120 per- 
sons paying $233,933,000. The 
greatest drop was in the $100,- 
000 or more class, which yielded 
$107,896,000, as compared with 
$237,716,000 the year previous. 


15,780 Taxpayers in $100,000 
Class in 1928; Only 3,142 in 1931 


The Secretdry said the net in- 

come of persons reporting $5000 
or more had dropped from 816, 
299,000,000 in 1928 to $10,199,- 
000,000 in 1930 and to $6,489,- 
000,000 in 1931. Income from 
the sales of real estate, stovk, 
etc., dropped from $1,843,000,000 
in 1928 to $550,000,000 in 1930 
and to $166,000,000 in 1931, while 
losses deducted increased from 
$170,000,000 in 1928 to $978,000,- 
000 in 1230 and to $989,000,000 in 
1931. 

Income from salaries and 
commissions dropped from $4,- 
700,000,000 in 1928 to 34,159,000 
000 in 1930 and to $3,154,000,000 
in 1930. Dividends decreased 
from $3,929,000,000 in 1928 to 
$3,622,000,000 in 1930 and 383,154, 
000,000 in 1931. Business and 
partnerships income of $3,291,- 
000,000 in 1928 decreased to $1,- 
974,000,000 in 1930 and dropped 
to $1,236,000,000 in 1931. 


“was due in part to our dual system 
of state and national banks, and to 
a laxity resulting from its com- 
petitive feature. There is no doubt 
that both state and national au- 
thorities have in the past granted 
bank charters too freely, a condi- 
tion to which the Comptroller of 
the Currency directed attention as 
early as 1927.” 

Mills declares that the banking 
system as thus developed failed to 
meet the test of adverse circum- 
stances, as shown by the fact that 
in 12 years there have been over 
10,000 bank failures, or over one 
failure for every three active banks 
in the country in 1920. These fail- 
ures involved deposits aggregating 
nearly $5,000,000,000. 

Modification Needed. 


Though he points out that mere 
size will not of itself guarantee 
sound banking, Mills says the fact 
is clear that the vast number of 
independent unit banks, operating 
under conditions which make it 
difficult for them to diversify their 
assets or command adequate man- 
agement and resources, is a definite 
source of weakness in the Ameri- 
can system. 

Recent events disclose, he con- 
tinues, that many banks have al- 
lowed too great a proportion of 
their assets to become tied up in 
capital commitments, and that in 
some instances commercial and 
investment banking have become 
merged to an undue extent. 

“These facts,” he says, “speak for 
themselves. The banking structure 
of the United States needs modi- 
fication.” 


He renews his former recommen- 
dation that “trade area branch 
banking” be adopted for nationa! 
banks. But the solution of the 
problem, he adds, must go much 
deeper. He urges that Congress 
make use of the extensive data al- 
ready collected and proceed at once 
to the drafting of legislation to 
cure the “fundamental weaknesses” 
in the banking structure. 


Discussing the Government’s bal 
ance sheet, Mills says the country 
must face the fact that the public 
debt cannot be reduced for the next 
year or two. He points out, how- 
ever, that the revenue act of 1932 
is only partly effective in the fiscal 
year 1933, and he estimates that the 
fiscal year 1934, the first for which 
the act is fully effective, the Fed- 
eral revenues under the act, if the 
gasoline tax be continued, will show 
an increase of about $460,000,000 
over 1933. 


Tax Estimates Fail. 

To show the inherent difficulties 
in the making of estimates, Mills 
contrasts the collections of individ- 
ual income taxes during the calen- 
dar year 1929 with those during the 
calendar year 1932. The drop was 


from $1,163,000,000 to an estimated 
$250,000,000. 

He estimates that the total rev- 
enue for the fiscal year 1933 will 
be $2,624,000,000, which is $474,000,- 
000 less than the Treasury’s previ- 
ous estimate. This reduction, he 
says, reflects the delayed business 
recovery of the country, in part the 
administrative difficulties in put- 
ting the new taxes into effect, and 
in part the smaller collections than 
had been anticipated for certain 
taxes. 

It is now estimated, for example, 
that the tax on brewer's wort will 
yield only $10,000,000, instead of 
$82,000,000, as estimated last May; 
the tax on checks $45,000,000, in- 
stead of $78,000,000; the admission 
tax, $21,000,000, instead of $45,000,- 
000. There has been a further $60,- 
000,000 reduction in the estimates 
on account of losses in revenue due 
to heavy sales in advance of the ef- 
fective date of the new taxes, and 
to administrative difficulties. 


Figures on Public Debt. 


Notwithstanding the large deficits 
in the fiscal years 1931 and 1922. 
Mills says that “the finances of the 
United States’ Government are in 
sound condition.” 


The deficits of the depression 
years, he says, should be considered 
in relation to the record of the 
whole post-war period. He points 
out that, through the large sur 
pluses during the 11 years ending 
with the fiscal year 1930, the Gov- 
ernment in effect accumulated a 
reserve through accelerated reduc- 
tion of the public debt. Between 
June 30, 1919, and June 30, 1936, 
the total reduction amounted to 
$9,300,000,000, of which 33,460,000, % 
came out of surplus receipts. 

The increases in the public debt 
as a result of the deficits of 1932 
and 1932, have about wiped out the 
retirement from surplus receipts, 
but at the end of the fiscal year 
1932 the total debt outstanding stl! 
showed a net reduction of $5,998,- 
000,000, as compared with June 20, 
1919. This sum was about 3240, 
000,000 in excess of the aggregute 
statutory requirements for the pe- 
riod. 

Moreover, says Mills, of the 
amounts added to the public debt 
during the depression period, over 
a billion dollars is represented by 
assets which will be realized on and 
will furnish funds that can be ap- 
plied to debt retirement. 

The outstanding public debt on 
Sept. 30, 1932, totaled $20,611,241,013. 

For Gasoline Tax. 

Mills asked Congress to retain 
the 1-cent-a-gallon tax on gasoline, 
which was_to be effective only un- 
til next June, saying if it was con- 
tinued for another year it would 
provide an additional $137,000,000 
of revenue, reducing the estimated 
deficit by that amount.

LAST OF MARCHERS LEAVE 
WASHINGTON FOR HOMES 


Demonstrators Pleased With Their 
Showing in March to 
Capitol. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Deo. 7.—Trucks 


headed into the West and South 
today, taking the last of the shout- 
ing, singing demonstrators for un- 
employment relief to their homes. 

With a final jeer at the police 
who had confined them to a pave- 
ment encampment for three days, 


the men and women piled into their 
vehicles, stowed away blankets and 
said they were satisfied with the 
showing they had made. 

Police vigilance was not relaxed 
until the last truck was gone, and 
then, wearied from almost continu- 
ous duty since Sunday, the hun- 
dreds of Washington officers sought 
their rest. 

Every available policeman 
marched with the cheering and 
jeering demonstratcrs yesterday 
from their roped-off camp to the 
Capitol grounds and back again. 
Strong lines held the marchers out- 
side the grounds while committees 
presented relief demands to Vice- 
President Curtis and Speaker Gar- 
ner. 

Five of their number were left 
behind in hospitals today, ill of 
pneumonia. They had been sleep- 
ing in a vacant house without heat. 

Special police permission was 
granted for 120 World War veter- 
ans among the marchers to remain 
here for a few days. Plans were 
laid by the leaders of this group 
to appear before Congress with pe- 
titions asking for bonus payment 
and protesting against the eviction 
of the bonus army by Federal 
troops last July 28 after fatal riots. 
The permission was obtained by 
Emanuel Levine, leader of the so- 
called “rank and file veterans.” 

John Pace, leader of the radical 
left wing during the bonus march, 
will take charge of the 120 men re- 
maining in the city, Levine said.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 7.—A few 
hours after Judge Harry S. McDe- 
vitt said yesterday in open court 
that “the city treasurer is juggling 
the city’s funds,” officials agreed 
to distribute at least a portion of 
back pay due police and firemen.

The agreement to start paying 
followed hearing on a taxpayers’ 
suit by S. Davis Wilson to compel 
payment of the belated municipal 
payrolls out of the $8,000,000 depos- 
ited against sinking fund charges.

“free fund,” and totals about half of 
the $1,202,000 needed for the Nov. 
15 payroll. 

Treasurer George E. Kemp ad- 
mitted he had drawn checks on the 
“inactive” sinking fund account, 
and placed them in an active ac- 
count to meet general obligations. 
To which City Solicitor Smyth, who 
was representing Kemp, replied: 

“In my opinion as City Solicitor, 
the Treasurer has no right to take 
money from the inactive account 
for general payments.”

BOOM TIME RESERVES 
FOR BUSNESS URGE 


Harvard Professor Suggests 
Accumulation of Funds to 
Offset Future Depression. 


* 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW TORK, Dec. 7.— To mini- 
mize the effects of future depres- 
sions, Prof. Sumner H. Slichter of 
Harvard proposed today that in- 
dustry in boom times, establish a 
reserve fund in Federal Reserve 
Banks. His proposal was made at 
an economic round table of the 
American Society of Mechahical 
Engineers. 

This fund would be an unemploy- 
ment reserve accumulated out of 
the extra profits of boom times. 
The trustees of such funds, Prof. 
Slichter said, would be commercial 
banks authorized to deposit them 
in Federal Reserve Banks. This, 
he said, would mean that during 
boom times when premium receipts 
exceeded benefit payments, funds 
would move from the commercial 
into the Reserve Banks. 

One result would be to check a 
tendency of banks at such times 
to permit an excessive ‘expansion of 
credit. It is probable at some 
stages that the funds would flow 
into the Reserve Banks too rapid- 
ly. The Reserve Banks could off- 
set this by investing more heavily 
in securities. 

In depression the funds would 
flow back from the Reserve Banks 
to commercial banks. This would 
help the commercial banks to keep 
down their indebtednes sto the Re- 
serve Banks. The result would be 
to make credit easier at the time 
most needed. 


fl. F. C. AID IS PROPOSED 
FOR RETAIL MERCHANTS 


Bill Would Set Up Mercantile Cred- 
it Corporations in Federal Re- 
serve Districts. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Aid for 
retail merchants from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation was 
proposed in a bill introduced yester- 
day by Representative Leavitt 
(Rep.), Montana. The Corporation 
would set up mercantile credit cor- 
porations in the 12 Federal Reserve 
districts to make the loans. 

Loans by the corporation to con- 
struction projects that are not self- 
liquidating were proposed in an 
amendment to the act setting up 
the corporation, by Representative 
Sabath (Dem.), Illinois. 

An amendment to the Home Loan 
Bank act to facilitate loans to home 
owners was proposed by Represen- 
tative Cochran (Dem.), Missouri. 

The Leavitt bill provides that the 
regional mercantile credit corpora- 
tions have a capital of $5,000,000 
each to be guaranteed by the Re- 
construction Corporation. 

“We have given aid to banks, 
railroads, industry and about ev- 
erything else but the small mer- 
chants,” Leavitt said. “Up to the 
last year or. so, the merchant has 
been able to extend almost unlim- 
ited credit because his creditors 
were not pressing him. But now, 
his credit has been cut to 30 days 
and he must expect payment on his 
bill in that time. That means that 
he can not supply food and cloth- 
ing on credit that must run longer 
than 30 days.” 


21 INDICTED FOR KLAN RAID 
ON COMMUNIST GATHERING 


True Bill, Resulting from Attack 
at Long Beach, Cal., Are 
Kept Secret.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 7.—Twenty- 
one persons were indicted yester- 
day by the county grand jury in 
connection with what Long Beach 
police said was a Ku Klux Klan 
rad on a Communist gathering 
there Nov. 16. 

The indictments, which were se- 
cret, named, police said, some of 
the 16 suspects arrested after a 
night raid at the home of David 
Milder, where police said the Com- 
munists were in session. 

After surrounding the house and 
planting a burning cross on the 
lawn, the raiders broke in and at- 
tacked four persons, including Mild- 
er and his wife.

DECEMBER FINANCING. 
PLANS OF TREASURY 


$350,000,000 Notes and 
$250,000,000 Certificates of 
Indebtedness to Be Issued. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.— Th 
Treasury is to undertake at least 
$600,000,000 of new financing to 

meet December payments. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mills 
announced last night subscriptions 
would be taken for $350,000,000 or 
more in four-year, 2% per cent 
notes and $250,000,000 or more in 
one-year certificates of indebted- 
ness bearing % per cent interest. 

The rate of interest on the secur- 
ities reflected the easy money rates 
now prevailing and was said by 
officials to be the lowest on that 
class of securities in recent years. 

The money derived from the sale 
wilf be used in paying $604,000,000 
in one-year, 3% per cent notes 
which mature on Dec. 15, and $100,- 
000,000 interest on the public debt 
due that day. 

Exempt From Taxation. 

The Treasury notes will be dated 
Dec. 15, and mature on Dec. 15, 
1936, while the certificates will ma- 
ture on Dee. 15, 1933. The notes 
and certificates will be exempt from 
all taxation both as to principal and 
interest, except estate and inherit- 
ance taxes. 

Mills said that subscriptions for 
the notes in which the maturing 
notes are offered in payment would 
be given preferred allotment up to 
not less than $210,000,000, and for 
the certificates up to not less than 
$150,000,000. 

The $600,000,000 issue will bring 
to $3,100,000,000 the amount of se- 
curities issued by the Government 
in the present fiscal year starting 
last July 1. On Aug. 1, it sold two 
note issues totaling $710,000,000, 
while on Sept. 15 it floated certifi- 
cates and note issues amounting to 
$1,285,000,000. On Oct. 15 it sold 
$508,000,000 worth of notes. 

$1,450,000,000 to Be Retired. 

Although the December financing 
takes care of the Government’s im- 
mediate needs, it faces the neces- 
sity of retiring $1,450,000,000 more 
of securities before the end of the 
fiscal year next June 30. 

In February, $144,000,000 of one- 
year certificates come due, with 
$660,000,000 in the same sort of pa- 
per maturing on March 15. The 
same day the “baby” bonds bearing 
2 per cent interest and issued for 
the committee directing President 
Hoover’s anti-hoarding drive must 
be paid. Only $33,000,000 of the 
bonds were sold. In May, $239,- 
000,000 of certificates fall due, and 
on June 15, another batch of the 
same kind of securities amounting 
to $374,000,000 matured. 

It had been expected in finaneial 
circles that the Government would 
borrow a greater amount, but the 
Treasury asked only for enough to 
meet the payments that must be 
made on Dec. 15. The expectation 
of a larger offering was based on 
the fact that the Government has a 
large deficit for the present fiscal 
year which on Dec. 3 amounted to 
$751,619,646. 


REBELS ROUTED IN KWEICHOW

FOUR REBEL DEFEATS 
REPORTED N HONDURAS

Government Leaders Say Hun- 

dreds of Insurgents Were Killed 
in Last Few Days. 


By the Associated Press. 

TEGUCIGALPA, Homduras, Dee, 
5.—(Delayed by censor.)—Hundreds 
of rebels were reposted today to 
have been slain in four battles in 


the last few days in which Nation- 
alist leaders said their troops won 
smashing victories. 

The number of casualties in the 
battle at Tenampua, in which Fed- 
eral forces defeated Liberal rebels 
under Gen. Justo Umana, was in- 
creasing greatly as the Red Cross 
explored the scene. The exact fig- 
ures were not given, but hundreds 
were reported slain. Umana’s army 
was retreating toward Intibuca, 
closely followed by Nationalists, 
who carried on the fight with the 
rebel rear guard. 

Nationalist troops under Gen. 
Juan B. Chavez and Abraham Lo- 
pez attacked 200 rebels near Cata- 
camas, in the Olancho district, Sat- 
urday evening, and the rebels were 
reported routed with more than 20 
of them slain. 

Flags in the red and black colors 
of Gen. Augusto Sandino, the Nica- 
raguan insurgent leader, were cap- 
tured along with the red and white 
Honduras rebel flags. The Govern- 
ment leaders said this indicated 
some followers of Gen. Sandino 
were among the rebel troops. 

Rebels under Jesus N. Chinchilla 
occupied Perspire, 60 miles south 
of Tegucigalpa. Reports today said 
National troops under Gen. Tibur- 
cio Alvarado, Julian Oyuela and 
Ladislao Vasquez attacked and 
routed these rebels, killing many. 

More rebel dead and wounded 
were reported being found on the 
battle field at El Sauce, 18 miles 
from here, where Gen. Fonseca’s 
army was defeated by Nationalists 
last Wednesday and Thursday. 

Commenting that an unusual 
number of Hondurans and foreign- 
ers were leaving the country, the 
daily press said the people were 
not molested here and that every- 
body should feel safe.

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DRY ACT CHANGES 


Attorney: General Doesn’t 
Want It ‘‘Scuttled” by 
Refusal of Money for Its 
Enforcement. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Declar- 
ing that one of the principal ar- 
guments “against prohibition has 
been that it has created disrespect 
for the law,” Attorney-General 
Mitchell today recommended in his 
annual report to President Hoover 
that if any changes are to be made 


in the dry laws they be made as 


“quickly qs possible.” 

The statement was the first of 
its kind by the Justice Department 
head since the prohibition bureau 
was taken from the Treasury and 
transferred to the Justice Depart- 
ment two years ago. 

There was no indication in the 
recommendation of the Attorney- 
General’s personal attitude toward 
proposed changes in dry laws, as 
each part of it hinged on the 
word “if.” 

He said: “If any changes are to 
be made in our national system of 
prohibition two things are obvious: 
first, the changes, if any, should be 
made as quickly as possible; and, 
second, changes should be made 
through amendment of substantive 
law and not by leaving luws on the 
statute books and scuttling them 
by refusal to appropriate money for 
their enforcement. 


“Disrespect for Law.” 


“It is evident that the present 
state of the public mind will make 
the task of the officers of the law 
doubly difficult, and increase 
breakdown and disrespect for the 
law unless changes which are to 
be made are made speedily. Fur- 
thermore, one of the principal ar- 
guments against our prohibition 
system has been that it has cre- 
ated disrespect for the law, and 
nothing can be imagined which 
would tend more to create that dis- 
respect than to have criminal ste- 
tutes in force but relax the effort 
to enforce them.” 

Mitchell discussed briefly the 
question of crime and urged im- 
provement of the machinery of lo- 
cal justice rather than expansion 
of Federal activity to deal with the 
problem. 

“The crime problem in this coun- 
try is not to be solved by enlarging 
the scope of Federal activity,” he 
said, “but by improvement in local 
machinery of justice, supported or 
demanded by public opinion.”

President Says He Would 
Be Proud to, But Accedes 
to Request of Jurist Who 
Sentenced Capone.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—United 


States District Judges James H. 
Wilkerson of Chicago has asked 


President Hoover not to renomi- 
nate him for a higher bench, and 
the Chief Executive today accepted 
this decision with “regret.” 

After the trial of “Scarface” Al 
Capone the President sent Judge 
Wilxerson's name to the Senate for 
confirmation as a Federal Circuit 
Judge. Judge Wilkerson presided 
at the Capone trial.

Judge Wilkerson, in à letter 
made public by the President said 
that in the light of recent state- 
ments by those who unquestion- 
ably have the power to make them 
effective, there seems to be no rea- 
son to expect a different result at 
the coming session.” 

“I wish, therefore,” he said, “that 
my name be not resubmitted.”

Teacher at Yale for 37 Years, 
Instructor of St. Gau- 
dens.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 7.~ 


John Henry Niemeyer, 93 years old, 
noted artist and professor-emeritus 
of drawing in the Yale School of 
Fine Arts, died today. 

The last surviving pupil of Jean 
August Ingres, French master of 
the nineteenth century, Niemeyer. 
held the street professorship in 
drawing at Yale for 37 years before 


his retirement in 1908 He also 
studied under Jean Leon Gerome 
and Louis Jasquesson de la Chev- 
reuse, who carried on the Ingres 
tradition at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts, 


Prof. Niemeyer painted until his 
last days in the New Haven home 
he designed 60 years ago. He taught 
Augustus St. Gaudens to draw. 
His pupils included the late Fred- 
erick Remington, painter of West- 
ern life, and the late Bela Lyon 
Pratt, the sculptor, whose figure of 
Nathan Hale is on the Yale cam- 
pus. 

Niemeyer was born in Bremen, 
Germany, on June 25, 1839, coming 
to this country in 1846 with his par- 
ents, Charles Henry and Margareta 
Dorettea Niemeyer. He grew up in 
Cincinnati and taught art in a 
boys’ school in Fergusville, N. T., 
before going to Paris in 1866 to 
study. Five years later he joined 
the Yale faculty. 

After his retirement from Yale, 
he lived in France for several 
years. He returned to New Haven 
in 1914 and organized the Amis de 
la Bretagne, a group which. sent 
war relief goods to France. 

He was a member of the Society 
of American Artists, associate of 
the National Academy of Design 
and of the American Art Associa- 
tion.

They Will Be Used on Projects 
for Which Money Is 
Not Available.

„Down With Von Hinden- 
burg,” Communists Cry 
During Debate on Presi- 

dential Succession.

BERLIN, Dec. 7.—Shouts of 
"Down with von Hindenburg,” fol- 
lowed by a Nazi-Communist fight 
in which spitoons, teelphone receiv- 
ers, tables and desks were used as 
weapons, marked the second ses- 
sion of the new Reichstag today. 

The belligerent demonstration 
came as the Legislature was consid- 
ering a bill to establish the right of 
succession in the event of the death 
or resignation of Paul von Hinden- 
burg, the 82-year-old President of 
the Reich. 

Despite the turmoil, which re- 
quired a suspension of the session 
for more than an hour, the mem- 
bers gave first and second reading 
to a national Socialist bill amend- 
ing the Constitution so that the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
should succeed to the presidency in 
the event of the death of the in- 
cumbent. Final approval on Fri- 
day is regarded as certain. 

Until recently the venerable Field 
Marshal who heads the Reich was 
considered virtually sacrosanct by 
members of the Reichstag. But 
within the last few months that at- 
titude has changed. 

The first attack occurred Aug. 30 
when Clara Zetkin, 75-year-old 
Communist, demanded the impeach- 
ment of Von Hindenburg. 

The temporary speaker who pre- 
sided yesterday at the opening ses- 
sion of this Reichstag, Gen. Kari 
Litzmann, 82-year-old National So- 
cialist, followed suit by intimating 
that history might curse the Pres- 
ident for opening the way to Bol- 
shevism. 

At today’s session the 
Communist delegation 
“down with Von Hindenburg.” This 
manifestation led to altercations 
in the visitors’ gallery, where 
Deputy Quandt, a Communist mem-

derogatory remarks about the 
President and was attacked by uni- 
formed Nazis.

A Plea for England. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HEN Dewey sailed into Manila Bay 
and the German warships slowly 
steamed across the line of fire, it was the 
British that signaled them to get out of 
the way or they would blow them out. 

Are we now to let the British founder 
in the present heavy financial seas? 
With pound sterling lower than at any 
time since the Battle of Waterloo, to 
argue their cause should be unnecessary. 
Yet they show that their total war ex- 
penditures in the United States were 
12 billion dollars, and but one-third of 
this was borrowed in the United States, 
while three billion of it was obtained by 
selling their gold and securities, thereby 
reducing the permanent wealth of their 
country. 

Since the war, England has repaid the 
United States to the extent of over three 
billion dollars. England lent to her allies 
$7,800,000,000, and has received back noth- 
ing. The United States lent 10 billion, and 
received for the benefit of her taxpay- 
ers $2,112,000,000. 

Of the total indebtedness due the Uni- 
ted States from all the Allies, 80 per cent 
of that paid has come from England. 
She is certainly entitled to a moratorium. 
France and Germany have started every 
serious international riot since the Na- 
poleonic wars. These countries ought to 
be stripped, policed and all armaments 
removed. The armament makers of the 
world, through corrupt propaganda, will 
ultimately destroy the League of Nations 
and are plotting now for more wars. 
That this mad world should allow arma- 
ment-making to rest in private hands 
only goes to show that its nationals de- 
serve to be in separate padded cells in a 
well- regulated lunatic asylum.

The people of the United * 
have no means of expressing themselves on vital pu 
lic issues except through parties. They cannot hold 
conventions, as the great political parties do, and 
agree upon their articles of faith. Only parties can 
do that. Yt is why we have parties, despite Washing- 
8 objection to them as factions. 

1 party declared in its Chicago plat- 
form for outright repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. The people were grateful for this opportunity 
to express what they feel about national prohibition, 
and they did so with great emphasis. They turned 
the entire national government over to the Demo- 
crats. They also gave them control of almost all the 
state Legislatures. They elected 29 of the 35 Demo- 
crats who ran for Governor. This imposed upon the 
party a solemn obligation. The people had availed 
themselves of the only means they have of trying to 
get rid of the eighteenth amendment. 

Yet these 33 Democrats, who owe their re-election 
to the leadership of their party, voted against the 
Garner resolution. They joined with 70 Republican 
lame ducks and 11 Democratic lame ducks to defeat 
the resolution by six votes. The lame ducks in both 
parties were repudiated at the polls in November. 
The same obligation rested upon them that rests upon 
all the Representatives in Congress to do the will of 
the people; but the obligation resting upon the 33 
Democrats who were re-elected in November was far 
greater. They had been chosen by the people as a 
means to an end, exactly as the lame ducks had been 
removed by the people as obstacles to an end. 

We must stop this sort of thing in American poli- 
tics. We agree entirely with Senator Norris that par- 
ties are and should be meaningless beyond a point. 
We have admired his insistence upon being a free 
agent when his party quitted the public interest. We 
could not support him if his party, backed by the 
people, moved in a great national necessity and to 
its declaration of faith he owed his election. His 
obligation in such an instance would be to serve as a 
constitutional means to an end. The partisan is a 
menace to free government, but the party is an indis- 
pensable agent of free government. 

In this distinction lies the hope of our political 
regeneration. There is a proper and an improper 
function for parties. If they lend themselves to such 
abominations as the Grocer Norris incident, which 
we suspect has cost Robert H. Lucas his post as ex- 
ecutive director of the Republican National Commit- 
tee, they are engaged in an improper function. If 
they do the will of the people, they perform a proper 
function. Missouri has one of the finest of all state 
mottoes. It expresses this idea perfectly. It is “Salus 
populi suprema lex esto”; that is, the welfare of the 
people is the highest law. In a democracy, the people 
are the judges of their own welfare. 

The United States has been the greatest of all po- 
litical exemplars. We have given the world democ- 
racy, which is the prevailing political order all over 
the world. Parties are necessary instruments of 
democracy. The world cannot have failed to mark 
their degeneration in the great republic. It cannot 
have missed the digraceful spectacle of the Harding 
regime. It will not fail to observe either the obduracy 
of the 81 lame ducks or the apostasy of the 33 rene- 
gade Democrats in the historic prohibition battle. 

We owe the world a better example of this in the 
practice of our political faith, as we owe ourselves 
a better conception of how that faith shall function. 
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FATE OF THE MATFLOWER. 

The Mayflower, former presidential yacht, was of- 
fered for sale three years ago, when Mr. Hoover de- 
cided, for reasons of economy, not to use the vessel. 
A substantial bid by a concern that planned to con- 
vert her into an excursion boat, to ply the Potomac, 
was rejected. It would be almost sacrilege, it was 
ruled, to have the Mayflower’s planks, worn by years 
of presidential and high official footsteps, trod by a 
holiday-making public. Even if we agree that this 
would have been a horrible fate for the craft, is it 
any worse than what has now happened to her? The 
Mayflower, or what is left of her after the fire of 
January, 1931, has been legally attached, on a claim 
that her new owner owes a $785 bill for towboat 
service. Of course, the same thing might have re- 
sulted with an excursion boat, but the chances are 
that tourists visiting Washington would have created 
a rich harvest for the yacht in this role, at the same 
time inspecting the historic craft with proper rever- 
ence. Perhaps, if the Government wanted to keep the 
Mayflower inviolate, it would have been better to tow 
her to sea and sink her. 
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SECRETARY DOAK’S REPORT. 

The time has come when the gentlemen ministeri- 
ally connected with the Hoover administration can 
face the facts. Secretary of Labor Doak has done 
this in his annual report. The survey does not re- 
veal him as a way-shower. It does present him in 
the light of a candid observer, sufficiently open-mind- 
ed to acknowledge that “these recurring periods of 
unemployment seem to be an indictment of our civil- 
ization,” and that “a new industrial concept seeming- 
ly is demanded.” 

There can be no intelligent dissent from that judg- 
ment. Facilities and capacity for production in some 
of our major industries have so far outstripped con- 
sumptive capacity that, even in reputedly prosperous 
times, there is, unavoidably under the present system, 
a considerable part-time unemployment. Mr. Doak 
has not formulated a solution of the problem. He 
does mention the shorter day and week as probably 
remedial, and he cites the Wisconsin plan of unem- 
ployment insurance, “the first in the history of the 
country,” the operation of which “will be watched 
with great interest.” 

He undertakes to justify the department's activity 
in enforcing our restrictive immigration laws and 
deporting aliens of unlawful entry. That activity, 
under Mr. Doak, has in some instances savored of 
zealotry. It has subjected him, properly, we think, 
to severe criticism. But the economic necessity for 
confining immigration to limited quotas cannot, in 
the circumstances, be questioned. Our present unem- 
ployment is imposing a heavy burden on the nation’s 
resourcts. Sound public policy requires that this bur- 
den shall not be needlessly or recklessly increased. 
As a symbol of unmeasured welcome, the Statue of 
Liberty, with her outstretched arms, is temporarily, 


at least, suspended. If this is a departure from tra- 


dition, it is a departure demanded by necessity. 
In order to maintain a correct immigration policy 


in the circumstances, it is suggested that the Depart- 


ment of Labor be legally empowered to say in ad- 
vance how many aliens of various occupations shall 
be admitted. Such authority, liable as it is to abuse, 
should be granted, if at all, with rigorous reserva- 
tions, together with a provision for its withdrawal 
when occasion warranted. : 

The paper, as a whole, is disappointing, construc- 
tively, but its candor is admirable. It is the best of- 
ficial expression in Mr. Doak’s secretaryship. It will, 
in our opinion, be approvingly received by the coun- 
try. It ought, too, to impress upon President-elect 
Roosevelt the importance of the Labor portfolio and 
the necessity of choosing the ablest person available 


Hor the place. The person chosen must, of course, be 


sympathetic with labor’s aspirations, must be labor’s 
administrative spokesman. He should be more than 
that. He should be a person of such training and 
accomplishment as to act, within his field, as eco- 
nomic counsel to the administration. 
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MR. HOOVER’S MESSAGE. 

Since it was known that the President would re- 
new his fight at the short session of Congress for a 
general sales tax, his message is less interesting than 
will be his subsequent special messages upon the war 
debts and the budget. 

Sentiment for the general sales tax is said to be 
much stronger in Congress than it was when the 
first battle was lost earlier in the year. This is not 
because the sales tax has a virtue it did not possess 
then, but because the Federal budget has never been 
balanced. To convince Congress that a sales tax is 
necessary to balance the budget is going to be diffi- 
cult. It should be difficult. Such a tax will increase 
the cost of living, and it will handicap trade. It can 
only be justified as a last resort, and we are by no 
means convinced that Congress has reached this pass. 
The country will be better able to make up its mind 
when it discovers how much reality there is to the 
various promises, including that in the President's 
message, that the cost of government will be reduced. 

There is no great dissent, we imagine, from Mr. 
Hoover’s assertion that our banking system must be 
reformed. That is a big and important task, one ob- 
viously for the more deliberate consideration of the 
new Congress. It took the Wilson administration 
more than a year to perfect the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem, and to smooth out the imperfections in the whole 
banking system is going to take more time than 
the short session will have. This is more of a pre- 
rogative of the Roosevelt administration than it is 


an obligation of the passing Hoover administration. : 


The Democrats have been at work upon banking revi- 
sion ever since they wrote their platform. With Sen- 
ator Glass as special counsel, they are eminently qual- 
ified in this field, one in which they already have a 
fine record. 

Mr. Hoover continues fixed in his opposition to ap- 
propriations for Federal public works other than 
those already undertaken or under contract, but the 
new Congress will have more sympathy in the White 
House for some such plan. Gov. Roosevelt has re- 
peatedly said that he is in favor of such constructive 
works as may be justified by the situation, and he 
has even pledged himself to support a Federal bond 
issue for this purpose if it shall be found necessary. 
Mr. Hoover’s point of view will therefore disappear 
from the White House with him. Where wisdom lies 
in a field so unproved by any modern experience is 
a test of ourselves that cannot be long delayed. 

Mr. Hoover is at his best in his aspirations for our 
co-operation with the rest of the world to the ends of 
peace and disarmament. The country has never 
doubted his sympathy for this great ideal, as it has 
always appreciated the handicap he is under as the 
leader of a party which has kept the United States 
out of every formal international movement to bring 
about peace on earth and good will to men. It is well 
known that if Messrs. Hoover and Stimson had their 
way, the United States would be something more than 
a looker-on in Vienna or an eavesdropper at Geneva. 
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WHERE INTUITION FAILS HER. 

This is a question, we suspect, for the psycholo- 
gists. Why is it that woman’s vaunted intuition 
treacherously deserts her in contract bridge? The 
game is perfectly designed for intuition to perform 
its miracles and accumulate glory, not to mention 
the gold. With intuition doing its reputed stuff, the 
chap who attempted a “psychic” bid would pile up 
stacks of grief, every finesse would be taken on high, 
the whole procedure would sparkle with coruscating 
tactics, and woman would be Queen of Green Baize. 
No such glamourous tale is told. The records show 
women to be better students of the rules than men 
are, better grounded in all the injunctions and man- 
dates, but servile authoritarians in their obedience 
to all the laws made and provided. 

Such is the conclusion of Mrs. Madeline Kerwin, a 
recognized expert. Mrs. Kerwin is persuaded that 
women as a class are superior to the mine run of 
man players, but she frankly confesses that the lead- 
ing woman players are inferior to men of similar 
category. What baffles and irritates her, though, is 
the fact that in contract men consistently display and 
practice intuition, while supposedly intuitive woman 
rarely reveals a flash of it. 

The question, as we ventured at the outset, is for 
the psychologist to answer, if he can, and if he dare. 
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TEXAS: MOTOR TRANSPORT LABORATORY. 

Texas continues to be the experimental laboratory 
whose truck regulation the Supreme Court tests for 
the guidance of the rest of the Union. Last May the 
court, in an opinion written by Chief Justice Hughes, 
upheld the Texas Legislature’s limitation of the size 
and weight of trucks. Truck owners had protest- 
ed that limitation of truck capacity to 7000 pounds 
amounted to the destruction of property without due 
process of law. The view which the Supreme Court 
properly took was that the Texas legislators were 
within the Constitution when they set forth what 
they considered in the best interests of the highways 
and traffic safety. 

From this decision it followed that the Supreme 
Court would, as it did this week, uphold that phase 
of Texas’ truck regulation which concerns the op- 
eratlon of automotive vehicles under private contract. 
Challengers of the statute made the same plea that 
property was being destroyed without due process. 
Specifically, they protested against the requirement 
that a motor carrier, in order to operate in a given 
territory, must first show the State Railroad Com- 
mission that its operation will not be detrimental to 
adequate transportation facilities already available. 

It should now be clear to all concerned that truck 
regulation is an unquestioned right of the people's 
representatives.

For a New Franchise Deal 


From the Columbia (Mo.) Daily Tribune. 


HERE will be a bill introduced in the 
coming Missouri Legislature changing 
the existing law relating to granting public 
utility franchises to individuals or to private 
corporations, The measure will provide that 
a two-thirds majority of the qualified vot- 


ers of a municipality shall be required be- 


fore any franchise for a public utility shall 
be granted. 

The object of this bill is to cure an in- 
consistency in the existing law. At present, 
if a municipality desires to adopt municipal 
ownership, conduct its own public utilities, 
thereby keeping the profits at home by re 
taining them instead of suffering the pri- 
vately owned plants to send these profits 
to an Eastern holding company, a two 
thirds majority. is required. On the other 
hand, when u subsidiary of the Power Trust 
desires a franchise for a public utility in 
Missouri towns and cities outside of St 
Louis, which has a special charter, only 4 
majority of the votes cast is required. 

This condition is patently and palpably 
unfair and unjust, and gives the Power 
Trust a distinct advantage over the people 
of a municipality who desire public owner 
ship, inasmuch as it amounts to privilege 
and special legislation favoring private own- 
ership as against desire for municipal own 
ership. 

In Audrain County, in the primary, the 
issue involved election of a Representative 
who was pledged to introduce a bill requir 
ing a two-thirds majority to grant publie 
utility franchises to private corporations 
and one who, it was understood, was pledged 
not to do this. The Power Trust managed 
to muster enough votes to defeat the cal

PSYCHOLOGICAL CLINIC 
FOR COLLEGE PLANNED 


Recent Suicide of Students 
Brings Up Subject Again at 
Washington UL. 


Efforts are being made at 
Washington University to establish 
a psychological clinic with a com- 
petent psychiatrist in charge to 
whom students can go for consul- 
tation about mental or emotional 
difficulties. 

The clinic has been contemplat- 
ed for some time, Prof. P. J. Nafe, 
head of the psychology department, 
said yesterday, but two recent stu- 
dent suicides, obviously the regult 
of mental difficulties, had brought 
up the subject again. The two 
young men, both of whom had re- 
ceived commendation for their 
scholastic work, left notes in which 
they told of mental anguish. 

One said that his entire life “had 
been a struggle between my nerves 
and myself—a struggle which has 
consumed too much of me and left 
too little for living.” The other told 
of his suffering because he was 
teased about his appearance. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch 
shortly after the second suicide, a 
St. Louis doctor said that it is 
doubtful whether, in the entire cate- 
gory of human suffering through 
mental anguish, there are any 
pangs which approach those experi- 
enced through a consciousness of 
inferiority to the general run of be- 
ings that constitute one’s environ- 
ment.” It is this “consciousness of 
inferiority” and other mental ob- 
stacles which the clinic would try 
to eradicate. 

Prof. Nafe said that an adequate 
clinic with a full time psychiatrist 
in charge, could be maintained at a 
cost of $15,000 a year. Such a clinic 
could easily give its servites to out- 
siders, as well as to students, he 
said. The chief item of expense 
would be the salary of the psychi- 
atrist. 

Most universities, especially East- 
ern ones, have long had a psychi- 
atrist connected with their medical 
department, available to the stu- 
dents. Because it is co-educational 
and because it has a large per- 
centage of students from rural com- 
munities Washington University 
has cases not arising at some other 
colleges. 

Washington Univer: y now pro- 
vides tests for incoming Freshmen 
in the college of Liberal Arts de- 
signed to get an index of their 
mentality. Prof. Nafe said he had 
hoped to include one which would 
test the “emotional stability” of the 
students, but the funds were ex- 
hausted. The greatest fault which 
the tests revealad was the inability 
of most students to read properly. 
“We give them a paragraph to read 
over,“ Nafe said, “but they just 
can’t make it out.”

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reduction of armaments and entry 
of the United States into the World 
Court are recommended by the 
Commission on International Jus- 
tice and Good Will to the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America which opened its four-day 
quadrennial meeting here yester- 


day. 
“What the nations urgently need 


today,” the report of the Commis- 
sion on International Justice says, 
“ig the restoration of hope, mutual 
confidence and the revival of the 
currents of trade and industry. For 
this, we believe that a revision 
downward of the debts of the Unit- 
ed States is essential. This new 
settlement should be accompanied 
by general measures by the various 
nations for the reduction of arma- 
ments.” 

The commission is headed by 
Alanson B Houghton, former Unit- 
ed States Ambassador to Great 
Britain; Mary E. Woolley, delegate 
to the Geneva Department Confer- 
ence, and George W. Wickersham. 
It will be presented at today’s ses- 
sion by Walter W. Van Kirk, asso- 
ciate secretary of the commission. 

Against Arms Citizenship Test. 

“Citizenship,” the report states, 
“should not be conditioned upon 
the willingness to bear arms con- 
trary to conscience. The state 
should not create the dilemma of 
loyalty to country or to Christ. 
Should such a dilemma arise, we 
follow Christ.” 

It favors the withholding of war 
materials and credit from nations 
violating the pact of Paris, and ap- 
proves the report of the Lytton 

ission on the Manchurian 
question as a new “milestone in 
the development of international 
relations.“ 

The commission’s report asks for 
strict control of “the private traf- 
fic in arms,” assserting that “sound 
public policy requires peace-loving 
nations to forbid their nationals to 
engage in international traffic in 
military implements.” 

A resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Business asking 
President Hoover to make every ef- 
fort to enforce prohibition. The 
resolution referred to the “strate- 
gical significance” of the situation 
resulting from the failure of the 
House of Representatives to pass 
the repeal amendment. 

The Rev. William Hiram Foulkes 
of Newark, N. J., was selected 
chairman of a committee to pre- 
pare an encyclical to the Protes- 
tant churches but which is not in- 
tended to carry a note of authority. 

President Hoover, in a letter to 
the council, commended the co- op- 
eration of the churches in the pro- 
motion of social service. 

Discussion of World Peace. 

Dr. Woolley and Dr. Charles Clay- 
ton Morrison, editor | of Christian 
Century, spoke last night on the 
relations of the church and world 
peace. Dr. Woolley outlined the 
proposal of President Hoover for 
an arms reduction of approximate- 
ly one-third. After a detailed ex- 
planation of the positions taken by 
leading powers, she said: 

“The responsibility of the church 
in this crisis—its responsibiilty for 
mobilizing this ‘longing of the peo- 
ples,’ making it articulate, in- 
formed, effective in its pressure 
upon the governments the world 
around —is easy to discuss, by no 


means easy to carry out.” 


Bridging of the gap between the 
United States and the League of 
Nations was forecast by Dr. Mor- 
rison, who said that each was ad- 
vancing toward the other. He spoke 
of the “silly isolation” policies the 
United States has followed and 
praised President Hoover and Sec- 
retary of State Stimson for their 
co-operation with the League on 
the Chinese-Japanese dispute. 

The American Government, by 
invoking the pact of Paris during 
the Russo-Japanese affair of 1929 
and the Manchurian controversy 
last year, “confessed a certain kind 
of responsibility” for the pact out- 
lawing war, the speaker asserted. 

“I hope that Franklin Roosevelt 
will take the banner of peace from 
Mr. Hoover's hand,” concluded 
Morrison, “and carry it forward to 
new achievement.” 

Report on Reform Tendencies. 

The relationship between church 
and state was termed “one of the 
most pressing and the most diffi- 
cult of questions now facing Amer- 
ican churches” in a report laid be- 
fore council. 

Prof. William Adams Brown, 
chairman of the department of re- 
search and education, noted in his 
report “the growth of radical so- 
cia] opinion within the churches,” 
On the other hand he said there 
was a “marked tendency to place

=| GERMANY'S PART 
IN ARMS PARLEY 


U. S. Delegates at Geneva 
Hope to Salvage Part of 
Hoover’s Proposal for 

One- Third Cut. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Dec. 7.—Representa- 


tives of the five great Powers en- 
gaged in informal discussion of 
disarmament, today considered the 
form of Germany’s future collabo- 
ration in the world disarmament 
conference, and the measures for 
arms limitation already suggested. 

The German delegation has for- 
warded to Berlin the proposals ad- 
vanced here, including the sugges- 
tions of Norman Davis, the Amer- 
ican representative. 

The Davis proposals are essen- 
tially an attempt to save what is 
possible out of President Hoover’s 
plan for reduction of all arms by 
approximately one-third and to get 
the resulting arrangement into con- 
crete form as soon as possible. 

Davis has suggested a method of 
procedure rather than a detailed 
project, for he contends that the 
situation_is still in a state of flux 
and the American delegation has 
no plan to substitute for any other 
advanced. 

The underlying idea of his pro- 
posals is to get an agreement into 
tangible form for the solution of 
such problems as the French de- 
mand for security and the German 
demand for equality. Thereafter 
his idea is to set up some establish- 
ment, possibly a permanent dis- 
armament commission, to draft a 
final disarmament treaty which 
would last over a series of years. 
The provisions to be incorporated 
in a temporary convention are now 
the subject of negotiation.

FRANCIS I. LOVEJOY FUNERAL 
SERVICES HELD IN PITTSBURGH 


His Greatest Achievement Was 
Bringing About Peace Between 
Carnegie and Frick. 

By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 7.— Francis 
T. Lovejoy, 78 years old, was buried 
today in the city of his success and 
reversals, where he rose from a 
young railroad telegrapher to a 
leader in finance. 

Probably his greatest achieve- 
ment was his work as peace-maker 
between his close friends and as- 
sociates, Andrew Carnegie and 
H. C. Frick, when the two clashed 
in their. famous feud over the 
sale of Carnegie Steel stock. 

Lovejoy, the youth, was “discov- 
ered” by Frick in his early days 
with Carnegie Steel, and was aid- 
ed by the coke magnate along the 
upward path to fame. 

In 1900 when Lovejoy was man- 
ager of the vast steel business built 
by the Carnegie interests, his 
wealth reached far into the mil- 
lions. 

When United States Steel nego- 
tiated for the absorption of Car- 
negie’s industries, Frick, a large 
holder of Carnegie stock, tried to 
block the merger.

In later life, investments in 
Western gold enterprises resulted 
unfortunately for Lovejoy and he 
was unable to occupy a palatial 
home for which he had spent more 
than $1,200,000 but which he never 
completed.

1500 FIGHT 25 POLICEMEN

The Board of Estimate held tele- 


phonic conversations with bankers 
from whom the city has been at- 
tempting to borrow enough money 
to meet indebtedness falling due. 

Just as the $40,000,000 became 
due, the board announced passage 
of the resolution which met the 
demands of the bankers. The reso- 
lution was actually prepared by 
the bankers. On motion of Comp- 
troller Charles Berry, it was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Both the salary cuts and the sav- 
ings approved hinge upon action 
taken at the special session of the 
Legislature called for Friday. The 
city expects to have legislation 
passed reopening the budget and 
removing the State restrictions 
making mandatory many salaries 
on the city payroll.

“The most stringent restrictions 
likely to be suggested for motor 
services whose business and rates 
might be adjusted subject to pub- 
lic regulation would bring no 
marked increase in rail net freight 
revenues,“ the statement said. 

Moreover, it asserted, the motor 
vehicle is a major and necessary 
addition to the transportation ser- 
vice of the United States. It is not 
a competitor of the railroads in the 
sense of furnishing identical ser- 
vices. Generally its field of service 
is distinct from the rail-head to 
rail-head service of the railroads; 
it is individual and flexible in char- 
acter, operating at any time from 
door to door.” 

Also, the report insisted, “trans- 
portation policies of the future will 
require a recognition by the rail- 
roads and the public that motor 
vehicles should be used in many 
places and in many operations in 
place of existing railroad services.” 

The statement said some legisla- 
tive help could be given by per- 
mitting direct rail operation of mo- 
tor vehicles.

WARDEN'S STORY 
OF PRISON BREAK 


Paso, Testifies Against 
One of Seven Convicts 
Who Escaped. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Dec. 7.— 
The daring methods employed by 
seven convicts in escaping from the 
United States Penitentiary at Leav- 
enworth a year ago have been de- 
scribed in the trial of Harold Fon- 
taine, ex-convict, who is alleged to 
have smuggled weapons to the 
plotters. 

Called as the first of 51 Govern- 
ment witnesses in the case, T. B. 
White, former Warden, yesterday 
described the execution of the plot, 
how he was kidnaped, shot and 
wounded and finally left for dead 
by the group of desperate convicts. 

Fontaine is the first of five de- 
fendants to reach trial in connec- 
tion with the conspiracy. The oth- 
ers—Earl Thayer, Charles Berta, 
Stanley Brown, and Tom Under- 
wood—will be tried jointly follow- 
ing disposal of Fontaine's case. 
Three of the convicts, Grover Dur- 
rill, Will Green and George Curtis, 
were cornered in a farm house and, 
after a siege, were found slain. 
Whether they died by their own 
hand or were slain by attackers, 
never has been determined definite- 
ly. 

Used Forged Passes. 

The former Warden, now head of 
the Federal Prison Farm at El 
Paso, Tex., described how the sev- 
en convicts had used forged passes 
to gain admittance to his office and 
compelled him to accompany them 
under threats of death, and told of 
how he ordered the main gate 
opened rather than have it blown 
up by a bomb which was produced 
by one of his abductors. 

Reaching the most dramatic 


Warden recalled his attempt tv 
seize one of the guns in possession 
of abductors. The first automobile 
they had commandeered because 
stalled in a ditch. Three of them 
then started out afoot, while the 
others seized another machine and 
continued their flight. 

It was when this second machine 
stalled that the Warden attempted 
to escape. He said he found him- 
self on one side of the car with 
Durrill, while Underwood and 
Green, the leader, were on the 
other. 

Attempted to Escape. 

“I thought I saw a chance to es- 
cape and seized the gun Durrill 
held,” White related. “As I started 
to wrest it from him, the car door 
swung open and he called to Green, 
‘He’s trying to get the gun.’ Green 
fired at me. I threw up my arm 
and received a charge of shot in 
my arm and chest. Green tried to 
fire again but the gun failed to 
discharge. Green then stepped 
around the car and struck me on 
the head with the gun. When 1 
became conscious the convicts were 
gone.” 

Laying the ground work for la- 
ter testimony in connection with the 
smuggling of firearms and explo- 
sives into the prison, other wit- 
nesses told of the system used in 
receiving goods at the institution. 
Fontaine is alleged to have shipped 
the contraband in a barrel of shoe 
polish. 

Identification Fails. 

Two Government witnesses failed 
today to identify Fontaine as the 
man who purchased the barrel of 
shoe polish in which arms and ex- 
plosives were shipped into the pen- 
itentiary. 

Fontaine heard Miss Georgia 
Brindle, a stenographer, and the 
plant foreman for the George H. 
Cummins manufacturing Co. at St. 
Louis, testify they did not recog- 
nize anyone in the courtroom as 
the purchaser of the polish. 

Louis M. Korn, a dealer in sport- 
ing goods at Peoria, III., testified 
he sold the weapons Nov. 23 to 
four different men, none of whom 
he knew. Fontaine was not one of 
the men, he said. 

W. A. Hughes, manager of a 
hotel at Cicero, III., testified that 
Fontaine had registered there Nov. 
12 under the name of H. Fontaine, 
and later at numerous times as 
James Murray.

LARGEST MOVEMENT OF GOLD 
TO U. S. IN MONTHS INDICATED 


$9,900,000 Arrives in Day and Ship- 
ment of $17,500,000 More Is 
‘ Reported. 
By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—Reports of 


monetary gold movements yester- 
day indicated the largest flow of 
the yellow metal to this country in 
months. 

Gold amounting to $17,500,000 was 
slated for shipment from England 
today, and $9,900,000 arricved on 
trans-Atlantic liners yesterday. In 
addition, the Federal Reserve 
Bank's daily statement indivated 
a net gain in the nation’s monetary 
stock of $10,428,100, up to 3 p. m., 
evidently including part of the ar- 
rivals on yesterday’s trans-Atlantic 
steamers. 

International banking circles un- 
derstood, although official informa- 
tion was unavailable, that the large 
movement of gold from .England 
was in a substantial part for the 
account of continental central 
banks wishing to build up their 
dollar balances. Whether any of 
it was for the account of the Bank 
of France could not be learned. 
The French franc weakened to a 
point which would theoretically at- 
tract gold from Paris, although no 
shipments from that source were 
reported.

Propose New Salary Limit. 


This, in fact, is to be one of the 
most critical days the institution 
of baseball has known.

It will amputate, 
cutting names off payrolls promis- 
cuously and salaries into quarters, 
halves and less. But upon how it 
does this, and where and when de- 
pends its future health. It can do 
this intelligently and establish the 
frame work of a structure that will 
endure.

In addition, 
Branch Rickey, the strongest man 
in baseball with his major-minor 
interests, wishes to “put teeth in- 
to” these provisions by declaring 
forfeited any players over whom 
violations might be committed. 


But, on the whole, the minor 
leagues do not themselves stand 
squarely behind their own plat- 
form, with the result that there 
will be adjustments and com- 
promises pretty much all along the 
line and, before they get through 
with each other, some of the gen- 
tlemen will be much irked. Some 
of the gentlemen, in fact, are irked 
already. A lot of them, indeed, are 
the kind that are Hable to irk 
right in your face.

P BEEF CARNERA may 

not be the greatest fighter in 
the world, but he’s one of the 
hardest to defeat decisively of all 
the candidates for fistic fame. 

That's due, in part, to the tre- 
mendous bulk of the man, which 
enables him to absorb punches 
that would wreck an ordinary 
heavyweight; but it is also due 
to a commendable trait of this 
giant—that of keeping himself in 
condition for all fights. 

This writer has seen Primo in 
seven bouts. Not once has Car- 
nera failed to enter the ring in 
the very pink of physical form— 
at least to the eye. Always he is 
down so fine that his muscles 
stand out sharply defined, his 
ribs show through the skin and 
his abdominal ridges are hard as 
a washboard. 

Carnera’s religious observance 
of condition is almost without 

a parallel in this writer's ex- 
periénce, as far as the heavy- 
weights are concerned. Gene 
Tunney came nearest to Primo, 
perhaps, in faithful adherence to 
training conditions. Jack Demp- 
sey always settled down and 
worked for all his championship 
fights.

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RELIEF SUPPLY GRAFT 
IN CHICAGO CHARGED 


Prosecutor Orders Inquiry Into 
Allegations by Red Cross 
and Business Bureau.

CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—Charges of 
racketeering among firms supply- 
ing food and fuel to needy persons 
being cared for by the State re- 
lief organization, caused State’s At- 
torney Thomas J. Courtney last 
night to order a sweeping investi- 
gation. 

The Chicago Chapter of the Red 
Cross and the local Better Business 
Bureau, made the charges which 
included allegations that inferior 
food and cheap fuel were distribut- 
ed by the concerns to the destitute, 


while the relief commission was 
billed for high-grade products. 


Approximately 250,000 persons or 


between 15 and 20 per cent of the 
population are now receiving re- 
lief, Emmett Whealan, president of 
the Cook County Board estimated. 
Funds for their care, about $54,- 
000,000 of which already has been 
expended, were raised by State, 
city and Federal appropriations 
and popular subscription. 

James T. Nicholson, manager of 
the local Red Cross chapter said 
users of relief tickets received 
poorer grades of foods from stores 
where the tender was presented 
than they were charged for. 

“They were charged 10 or 12 
cents for an eight-cent can of peas 
or tomatoes or some other vege- 
table. This brand of racketeering 
at the expense of the destitute is 
most commonly followed in the sale 


of canned goods,” he said.

BEF, POTATOES, 
CHEESE AND FLAX 
NOICATE GAINS 


Slight Changes Shown in 
Cattle, Hay, Feeds, 
Lamb, Hides, Calfskins, 
Fruits and Vegetables. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON.—Among the few 
farm products showing recent price 
gains in early December were beef 
cattle, potatoes, cheese and flax, all 
reflecting the very moderate sup- 
plies available. Changes were slight 
in prices of cattle, hay and feeds, 
lambs, hides, calfskins and most 
fruits and vegetables. Small but 
quite regular declines were the rule 
in other commodity lines, some of 
these sharing the weakness in for- 
eign markets and currencies. 

Wheat, because of unfavorable 
winter crop conditions in the Cen- 
tral Southwest, showed some re- 
sistance to falling prices, but corn 
and oats sold slightly lower. Cattle, 
hogs and meats felt the poor de- 
mand and the competition of cheap 
poultry and declined slightly, hold- 
ing near the lowest levels of No- 
vember. Poultry, especially turkeys 
and chickens, sells still lower than 
in late November. Egg and butter 
markets are unsettled and inclined 
downward under light demand. 
Potatoes advanced in some Eastern 
markets and producing sections, but 
Western markets lost part of their 
recent gains, owing to larger re- 
ceipts. Prices of other fruits and 
vegetables were irregular, with 
more losses than gains in most 
lines. 

Wheat Firmer; Feed Weak. 

New crop prospects are an im- 
portant feature in the present 
wheat market. Large areas in Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Texas 
and Colorado are particularly in 
need of moisture. Domestic cash 
wheat markets were relatively 
firmer than futures, reflecting the 
relatively light offerings, particu- 
larly of certain classes and a fairly 
active mill demand. Spring wheat 
markets were firm. 

Millfeed prices broke into new 
low ground near the first of De- 
cember, influenced by the weak- 
ness in wheat and coarse grains 
and the continued slow demand. 
Higher egg and butter prices tend- 
ed to increase the demand in some 
areas, but weakness in hogs was a 
depressing factor. Wheat feeds in 
Eastern and Central Western mar- 
kets averaged lower, but Western 
markets were fairly steady. Cot- 
tonseed meal declined and markets 
in the Northwest were relatively 
weaker than elsewhere. Linseed 
and soybean meals were steady to 
lower. Tankage, alfalfa meal, glu- 
ten feed and gluten meal were 
about unchanged from a week ago. 
Hominy feed continued its up trend 
which was begun early in Novem- 
ber. The index of feedstuff prices 
reached a new low of 39.8 per cent 
on Nov. 29. 

Hay markets remain quiet. The 
moderate to light offerings. are 
fully equal to current requirements. 
Prices ranged from an occasional 
small advance on distinctly top 
grade hay to unchanged on all oth- 
er types. Demand for hay in the 
South and Southeast remained of 
unusually small proportions with 
feeding requirements almost entire- 
ly satisfied with pastures supple- 
mented with local supplies of feed- 
stuffs of various types. Compara- 
tively light quantities of hay have 
been shipped into the northeastern 
region and demand has been com- 
paratively slow in northern and 
western areas, despite colder weath- 
er and snow in many sections. 

Light Cattle in Demand. 

The demand for fed yearlings 
and light steers gained a new lease 
on life on the Chicago market near 
the beginning of December. 
though losing a portion of ly 
advances, most light yearlings 
showed a 50 cents upturn. Lower 
grades, along with all grades of 
cows, sold unevenly lower. String- 
weight steers of choice to prime 
grade topped the Chicago market 
at $8. Moderate activity featured 
the replacement cattle trade, with 
prices on a steady to weaker basis. 
Well-bred Western stocker steer 
yearlings sold up to $6 and better, 
such kinds being very scarce. Aft- 
er drifting back to the previous 
low of the year with the extreme 
top of $3.30, the hog market im- 
proved somewhat. Most packing 
sows sold on the decline at $2.40@ 
2.65. The top at $3.30 at the week’s 
low time was equal to the record 
low since 1876. Business in feeder 
lambs dropped to negligible volume, 
the quality available being in suf- 
ficient to test quotations. 

Wool prices were unchanged on 
finer grades and easier on lower 
qualities in eastern wholesale mar- 
kets. Strictly combing 56s, Ohio 
and similar wools, sold in bulk at 
around 20 cents in the grease. 
Light shrinking short staple lots 
occasionally realized 21 cents. Bids 
were made down to 19 cents, grease 
basis, for strictly combing 48s, 50s, 
Ohio and similar wools, but only 
the heavy shrinking lots were avail- 
able at this figure, fair quantities 
of average wools bringing around 
20 cents. The finer grades of West- 
ern wools moved a little more free- 
ly at about steady prices. 


Butter Prices Decline. 

The light supplies of butter on 
the Pacific Coast resulted in the 
shipment to that section during the 
past two weeks of 20 to 25 cars from 
the Middle West. The movement of 
butter out of storage continued 
quite satisfactory. Close students 
of the situation have estimated that 
the December holdings for the 
country will show a shortage as 
compared with a year ago of from 
2,800,000 to 3,500,000 pounds. Re-

Marriage Ideals Remain Same : 
As 20 Years Ago, Survey Shows 


“Honesty and Loyalty” Still Most to Be De- 
sired; Then Place Domestic Efficiency 
Second in Omaha U. Report. 


OMAHA, Neb.—Marriage ideals 
have gone unchanged through the 
cataclysm of the World War, the 


crash of empires and the economic 
crisis, according to conclusions 
reached by research at the Univer- 
sity of Omaha. 

Youths today seek the same 
qualities in wives as did their fa- 
thers 25 years ago, and the co-ed 
of 1932 looks for the same virtues 
in her husband-to-be as did her 
mother. 

The research was conducted by 
Prof. V. H. Vartanian and his 
classes in practical ethics, moral 
science and philosophy. 

More than 400 university students 
—representing young people near- 
ing marriageable age—and an equal 
number of persons married 20 years 
or longer were questioned. 

In brief, this is what was learned: 

“Honesty and loyalty” compose 
the first quality which young peo- 
ple seek in future mates, and the 
same attributes were listed by “vet- 
erans” of matrimony as the chief 
reasons for their happiness. 

Domestic Efficiency Rating. 

A girl's domestic efficiency is 
rated second by young men, and 
most of the men married happily 
20 years or more also list this as 
the second most important trait of 
their helpmeets. | 

Young women, on the other hand, 
demand neatness as the second 
most desirable trait of a husband, 
but wives with 20 years’ experience 
put intelligence in second place, 
with ambition and business ability 
next in order. 

Other desirable qualities in a 
mate, listed by men and women in 


both experienced and inexperienced 
classes, include good health, clean- 
liness, humor, good disposition, 
courtesy, morality, sympathy, pleas 
ing personality, love for children, 
good appearance and thrift. 

College boys, however, put thrift 
in fourteenth place, while girls on 
the average listed it as quality 
number 20. 

Only 2 per cent of the college 
boys questioned by Prof. Vartanian 
insisted on a “good dancer” as a 
life partner. Thus he concludes the 
once-popular “flapper” is no longer 
in demand for marriage. 

Jealousy Greatest Menace. 

Young women, he found, appar- 
ently consider religious feelings 
more important than college boys, 
for they ranked it thirteenth, while 
boys listed it as the sixteenth 
quality desired. 

Jealousy was cited by a majority 
of married persons as the “greatest 
menace to happy homes.” Quick 
tempers and “inlaws” were ranked 
as the next gravest dangers. 

But the survey shows that quar- 
rels over finances or other eco- 
nomic problems do not cause last- 
ing differences among veterans of 
marriage. 

Most of the married men and 
women agreed they have been hap- 
py, or “reasonably so.” And the 
consensus ran that marriage is 
worth while ,even without happi- 
ness. 

More than 80 per cent said love 
should not be the only considera- 
tion in maintaining the marriage 
tie. And the answers also re- 
vealed posterity as more effective 
than prosperity in keeping couples 
under, one roof. 


sale markets have resulted in sim- 
ilar prices to the consumer and re- 
ports of a rather sharp falling off 
in the trade outlets are common.

Egg Markets Irregular.

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How 3 Huge Gyroscopes 
Steady New Italian Liner 


Roll of Vessel Stopped Virtually Before It 
Starts by Means of System Devised 
by E. A. 


Sperry. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—The new 
Italian liner now on its first trip 
to America, the 48,000-ton Conte di 
Savoia, the largest liner in the 
world stabilized against rolling, 
owes this quality largely to the fact 
that a scientist a few years ago lay 
on a steamer deck chair, timing 
with his watch the roll of an Atlan- 


tic liner. 

The scientist was the late Eimer 
A. Sperry. He was timing, not so 
much the roll of the ship, as a sus- 
picion. 

„It seemed to me,” he said, “that 
there was something about the roll 
that was not connected directly 
with the waves. I suspected that 
the roll was periodic, that this ship 
had a certain fixed length of time 
which she took to roll from one 
side to the other. 

“My watch verified this fact. Al- 
most to the second the rolls were 
of the same time length. I sus- 
pected that other ships had the 
same rolling habit, and that the 
time would be different with each 
vessel. 

“This, too, my watch showed to 
be true when I tried it out on sub- 
sequent crossings. It could not be 
the waves entirely that were re- 
sponsible for the uniformity of the 
time of roll of each ship. 

“That set me to studying. It 
appeared reasonable to believe that 
the roll of a liner was an action 
built up by a series of waves. Its 
period of roll would be fixed by the 
effect of the wave series, modified 
by the vessel’s size. 

If that was true, that is if the 
big, sickening rolls came as the 
result of several waves, it should be 
possible to set up some sort of op- 
position to each step in the roll- 
making force. 

“That would be much easier than 
trying to imagine how to exert 
enough pressure to stop one great 
roll. That line of reasoning gave 
us the clew to solving the problem 
of stabilizing a ship, stopping it 
from rolling more than to a mod- 
erate degree.“ 

Sperry used gyros, copes, enor- 
mous, spinning, steel tops, to stop 
the roll, But half, at least, of the 
secret of their success lies in a very 
tiny gyro, not much bigger than a 
boys top. 

Ne small gyro is the most near- 
ly perfect of known instruments 
at maintaining a vertical position— 
not vertical to the surface where it 
stands, but true verti@al. It tries 
always to keep its spinning axis in 
a line absolutely straight to the 
center of the earth. 

This small gyro detects the be- 
ginning of a roll before it is ap- 
parent to the eye or the skilled 
balance of the most experienced

seaman. The instant it catches the 


By the Associated Press. beginning of a roll, the small gyro 


sets off an electrical contact. 

That impulse is a trigger releas- 
ing the big gyros. Their force is 
exerted as a downward pressure 
on that side of the center which 
is starting to rise with the ship's 

This downward pressure, Sperry 
explained, is not comparatively 
gteat. That is, it would be insuf- 
ficient to bring the ship to even 
keel had a roll already started. But, 
going into action just at the outset 
of motion, it is the “ounce of pre- 
vention.” 

It breaks up the periodic roll and 
that, according to Sperry’s theory 
and subsequent experience, is most 
of the actual roll. 

Sperry has told the story of 
Premier Mussolini’s surprise a few 
years ago when he saw an Italian 
cruiser, at that time the largest 
stabilized ship, standing much like 
a wall in rolling Mediterranean 
waves. 

“I cannot see how you do it,” 
Mussolini was quoted. “It is like 
reaching out to something and ty- 
ing the ship to it.” 

“But what do you ‘tie’ to?” 

“Something as strong as the 
Rock of Gibraltar,” said Sperry, 
“and much more useful—a law of 
nature.” 

The law is that when a top rocks 
in one direction, its pressing-down 
force is not exerted in that direc- 
tion, but at a right angle thereto. 

So the big gyros on the Conte di 
Savoia rock only fore and aft, in 
the direction of the length of the 
ship, and not in the direction of the 
roll. But as they rock their pres- 
sure, at right angles, is directly 
against the roll. 

There are three of these gyros, 
each 13 feet in diameter. One 
Gyro 18 feet in diameter would 
have been sufficient by itself. But 
steel tops cannot be built at that 
diameter and stand the terrific 
centrifugal force of the gyro’s spin,

Calls It to Account for Moscow 
Against 


Newspaper Charges 
English Government. 

LONDON, Dec. 7.—Capt. Anthony 
Eden, Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, told the House of Commons 
today he had pointed out to the 
Russian Ambassador here and to 
the Government at Moscow that if 
Russia wanted “certain matters of 
difficulty and complexity particu- 
larly with regard to trade to be 
discussed in the usual manner as 
between governments in friendly 
relations they must apologize for 
the language of a recent article in 
the Moscow newspaper Izvestia, 
and take steps to insure that no 
further statements of the kind 
would be made in the future.” He 
said the Russian reply was now 
under consideration. 

The article to which he referred 
accused the British foreign service 
of having instructed its agents to 
obtain documents “real or bogus” 
establishing a relationship between 
the Soviet Government and the 
Communist Third Internationale. 

Capt. Eden’s statement included 
in its scope letters received by 
Communist agents here instructing 
them to form units here, and let- 
ters to Indian Communists direct- 
ing them to support the campaign 
for non-payment of rents and taxes 
and to organize a general striké. 


BRITISH WRITER TO BE TRIED 
FOR TELLING OFFICIAL SECRETS 


Compton Mackenzie Charged With 
Using Information He Got in 
Government Service. 

LONDON, Dec. 7.—Corkpton, Mac- 
kenzie, the British novelist, was 
formally committed for trial today 
on a charge of violating the “offi- 
cial secrets act.” The trial was 
scheduled for January after the 
prosecution had alleged Mackenzie 
had “unlawfully communicated” in- 
formation gained in the Govern- 
ment service. The novelist recent- 
ly published a book, “Greek Memo- 
ries,” dealing among other things 
with his experiences in the Intelli- 
gence Service. The volume was 
withdrawn from circulation on the 
day of issue and prosecution fol- 
lowed. 

The author sought to justify the 


| writing of the suppressed book in a 


statement to the Court. 

“My object,” he declared, “was 
not financial gain, but to tell the 
truth about Venizelos (former Pre- 
mier of Greece) and the patriots 
who followed his lead 16 years ago. 

“Being the only person in posses- 
sion of all the facts of the situation 
at Athens, I thought it my duty to 
answer propaganda which for many 
years has been carried on in books 
against the Allies and the Venize- 
list Greeks. I plead not guilty.” 

The writer was admitted to bail

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BORAH PROPOSES 
REPEAL OF HOME 
LOAN BANK AT 


Tells Senate Plan Has Been 
‘Wholly Unsatisfactory;’ 
Would Retain Currency 
Rider. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—A bill 


to repeal the Home Loan Bank 
Act, and abolish the system cre- 
ated at the last session of Con- 
gress for liberalizing home mort- 
gage conditions, was introduced 
today by Senator Borah of Idaho. 
Borah told the Senate the act had 
proved “wholly unsatisfactory.” 
He proposed to repeal the entire 
law, except the rider attached at 
his instiguation for expansion of 
the currency. 

“In my opinion,” Borah said, “the 
act is not reaching and will not 


reach the home owner or those 
really in need of assistance and 
who should have help if the Gov- 
ernment is to take a hand in the 
situation.” 

Copeland Finds Some Good. 
Opposing Borah’s proposal, Sen- 
ator Copeland (Dem.), New York, 
said President Hoover had made 
a “great mistake” in placing two 
“national bankers” on the Bank 
Board, and the system had accom- 
plished “very little,” but he said 
an opportunity should be given to 
building and loan associations to 
“support the good in the measure.” 
In referring to- two national 
bankers,” the New Yorker included 
the board’s chairman, Franklin 
Fort, who, he said, had been “too 
active in other enterprises” recent- 
ly to give much attention to the 
board's work. 

“Home loans,” he added, “of ne- 
cessity involve long-term amortized 
loans, and the whole theory is ob- 
noxious to national bankers.” 
Senator King (Dem.), Utah, in- 
terposed with the remark that per- 
haps loans had not been made be- 
cause eligible borrowers had sought 
“to unload rubbish and frozen as- 
sets,” to which Copeland said the 
board had not had any mney un- 
til recently. 

Senator Fletcher (Dem.), Fiori- 
da, observed that “not a single loan 
has been made to save a single 
home and six months have elapsed.” 
Copeland resumed with the as- 
sertion “the President has appoint- 
ed as president of the board a man 
known only as a politician.” 

“This board hasn't had a fair 
chance because its ‘lame duck’ head 
has been devoting his time to oth- 
er things,” Copeland said. 

Glass Would, Repeal It. 

Senator Dill (Dem.), Washington, 
said his opinion was that the pro- 
posal of Senator Couzens (Rep.), 
Michigan, for a $400,000,000 home 
loan division in the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation would “have done 
more service.” 
Senator Couzens (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, protested placing the “entire 
blame” on Chairman Fort, though 
he added: “I know he was cam- 
paigning when he ought to have 
been attendin gto the job for which 
he was paid.” 

The Michigan Senator asserted, 
however, that the whole board and 
not only the chairman should be 
held responsible. 

“There isn’t a chance in.a mil- 
lion to make a loan under the ex- 
isting la wto a mortgage owner in 
distress,” he said. 

Senator Glass, Virginia Democrat, 
said he would vote to repeal the 
act. He defended Fort, however, 
asserting he was a man of “excep- 
tional intelligence, whose only dere- 
liction was his assumption that he 
might re-elect the President.” 

“He was just as capable of con- 
ducting the affairs of this innocu- 
ous organization as any other 
man,” Glass said. 


WOMEN FOR BEER MEASURE 


Prohibition Reform Group Takes 
Stand for First Time. 
By the Associated Press. 
PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 7.—Im- 
mediate passage of a “beer bill“ to 
relieve unemployment and to pro- 
vide revenue for the National Treas- 
ury was urged today for the first 
time by the Women’s Organization 
for National Prohibition Reform. 
After a long debate, the associa- 
tion’s Executive Committee, which 
has authcvity to act for the asso- 
ciation between annual conventions, 
adopted unanimously a resolution 
reaffirming the association’s stand 
for “unequivocal repeal” of the 
eighteenth amendment, but indors- 
ing a beer bill, pending repeal ac- 
tion by Congress. The resolution 
provides that the bill give to the 
several states “within. their own 
borders complete control over the 
manufacture, transportation ahd 
sale of such beer.”

CHICAGO ‘MAIL ROBBERS’ 
LOOT VALUED AT $400,000 


Authorities Watch Vatch for — to 
Dispose of Stocks 
Bonds Stolen. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—Banks and 
security companies were ‘carefully 


watched today for the possible ap- 
pearance of bonds and stocks in- 
cluded in the loot seized by five 
robbers, masked with handker- 
chiefs who yesterday overpowered 
and robbed a special postoffice 
messenger and his guard. 

The value of the 163 pieces of 
registered mail stolen in the hold- 
up in front of the central post- 
office was placed at between $400,- 
000 and $500,000 by E. E. Brown, 
vice president of the First National 
and the First Union Trust & Sav- 
ings banks, to whom the mail was 
being delivered. After a’ telegraphic 
checkup, Brown said the value of 
the loot did not exceed $500,000. 

The bank officer said negotiable 
‘securities in the stolen mail bag 
amounted to $150,000 or $200,000, 
but that the robbers would prob- 
ably encounter great difficulty and 
risk in any attempts to convert the 
in ments into cash. 

The currency obtained in the 
robbery was estimated dt about 
$2000. Descriptions of two of the 
robbers were supplied by the vic- 
tim, Fred Voelsch, the messenger, 
and Frank Statsny, the guard, 
whose revolver was taken from 
him in the holdup. 


BUTTE BUSINESS HOLIDAY ENDS 


Stores Closed 8 Days in Disagree- 
ment With Clerks’ Union.

BUTTE, Mont., Dec. 7.—An eight- 
day mercantile holiday, partici- 
pated in by most of the larger 
stores because of disagreement 
with the Clerks’ Union over terms 
of a new working agreement, end- 
ed here yesterday.

Business Men Favor Destruc- 
tion in Natural Bridge Pro- 
ject—Hearing Jan. 3. 


A hearing will be held by the 
Board of Public Service on Jan. 3 
on the propoged paving of widened 
Natural Bridge avenue, between 
Garrison and Fair avenues. This 
will involve the question of destroy 


ing or saving 246 trees along the 


southern edge of Fairground Park, 
between Grand boulevard and Fair, 
and the board desires to hear all 
interested persons. 

The board will submit two pro- 
posals in this section. One, in- 
volving removal of the trees, will 
call for a 78&foot roadway, at an 
estimated cost of $169,000. The oth- 
er, retaining the trees in a center 
park strip, would have two 40foot 
roadways, costing $180,200. The 
original plan was for the single 
roadway, but since then city n- 
gineers concluded the trees should 
be saved. 

Destruction of the trees and 
building of the single roadway is 
advocated by the North St. Louis 
Business Men’s Association, which 
planted many of the trees, and by 
Alderman Studt, former president 
of the association. Studt asser’ad 
recently that the Board of Alder- 
men would not consent to the dou- 
ble roadway scheme. 

The city proposes to pay $106,600 
of the cost of paving under the 
single roadway plan or $113,480 un- 
der the double plan, wtih the bal- 
ance assessed against abutting 
property on the south side of Nat- 
ural Bridge. For the block between 
Grand and Garrison, cost is esti- 
mated at $24,590, of which the city 
would pay $9836. Asphaltic surface 
is proposed for both sections.

LITTLE 6-year-old boy sighed 
A deeply and said.as from pro- 
found contemplation, “I never 
thought when I was born that life 
could be as hard as it is.” 

Asked what he meant, he ex- 
plained earnestly how hard it was 
to have to wash each day, not to be 
allowed to put his feet on the 
couch, to allow his little brother 
to play with his train.

The point is that all the things 
we require of children entail a cer- 
tain giving up of natural pleasure- 
seeking impylses.
